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Cattle-Fax sees good, bad 
news in inventory report

These trends have to be 
considered optimistic for an 
industry which has been 
burdened by excessive 
supplies aa well as escala¬ 
ting costs for the past 3 V» 
years, the Cattle-Fax eco¬ 
nomists noted. 

They also pointed out that 
the number of heifers held 
for beef cow replacement 
was down 10% from a year 
earlier, and this, of course, 
is one reason why the cow 
herd will he significantly 
smaller two and three years 
down the road. 

Meanwhile, the analysts 
said, the smaller number of 
heifors being held for 
replacment partly explains 
why numbers of yearling 
feeder cattle outside feed- 
lotB are slightly larger than 
a year earlier. That, in turn, 
means that substantial 


numbers of cattle can still 
be placed in feedlots during 
the next several months. In 
addition to the larger heifer 
numbers, the number of 
steers outside feedlots wero 
somewhat larger than had 
been anticipated. 

Total feeder cattle num¬ 
bers over fiOO lb. on July 1 
were 27.2 million, up 1% 
from a year earlier. After 
cattle on feed were sub¬ 
tracted, the number of year¬ 
lings outside feedlots on 
July 1 was estimated to be 
up 3% from a year earlier. 
Calf supplies outside of 
feedlots were down 2%, but 
the total number of year¬ 
lings and calves outside of 
feedlots was down only 1%. 
This, the Cattle-Fax ana¬ 
lysts said, means ample 
feeder cattle numbers for 
the next several months. 
Most of the increase in 


yearling steer numbers was 
in two states—Texas and 
Oklahoma. ti 

“The entire report," said 
Topper Thorpe of Cattle- 
fax, “shows that the 
industry is still in the herd 
reduction phase of the cur¬ 
rent cattle cycle. The time 
when a turn-around in the 
basic herd begins depends 
on weather as well as 
market conditions. The 
indicated feeder cattle 
supply could drop sharply 
when cattlemen begin to 
hold back more heifers for 
herd replacement. Mean¬ 
while, the cheaper groin will 
tend to encourage more 
feeding."

The retail price of choice 
grade beef is expected to 
rise gradually through the 


remainder of 1977, with 
second half prices aver¬ 
aging 4-6% above both 
year-earlier and first half 
prices. 

A widening of the pork 
marketing spread from 
current low levels and 
higher hog prices this fall 
than last will largely offset 
Lhe seasonal decline in 
market hog prices, resulting 
in second half retail pork 
prices, 4-6% higher than a 
year earlier. This level of 
retail pork prices would be 
about 10% above the first 


half of 1977 average. 

Beef production during 
the last half of this year is 
expected to be about equal 
to the first half but likely will 
be 4-6% below a year 


earlier, USDA said. With 
increasing placements of 
cattleon feed, the slaughter 
rises and non-fed slaughter 
continues below last year's 
level. USDA said cow 


slaughter will continue at a' 
relatively high rate but will 
be below the high level of 
the last two years. 

USDA said the July cattle 
inventory report did not 
provide cattlemen with 
much near term optimism. 
The largo supply of beef will 
keep the pressure on cattle 
prices through the end of 
this year.

false reporting should be 
enforced. 

Bill Selhorst of the Na¬ 
tional Farm Organization, 
agreed that the USDA 
should take charge of the 
reporting and suggested 
that all transactions of 
20,000 lb. or more be re¬ 
corded. 

An expanded and ac¬ 
curate system is needed but 
the federal government may 
not provide the best solu¬ 
tion, according to the execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Sioux 
City Livestock Exchange, 
Richard Welding. He told 
the congressmen that al¬ 
though the government pro¬ 
bably would be needed to 
provide guidelines, the live¬ 
stock industry should be 
able to implement a system, 
but Representative Harkln 
said that if those financially 
involved in the marketing 
system were the controllers. 
it might not be accurate. 


William Albanos, manag¬ 
ing editor of the -Meat 
Sheet, a daily publication in 
its fourth year, said a 

government-controlled re¬ 
porting service would be a

But, Sanders said, the 
bill, “under the guise of 
monitoring, would lead to 
damaging results in the 
public interest, both as ap¬ 
plied to commercial and 
govemme nta 1 meat sales 
reports. Would we have one 
government agency in 
USDA passing upon the cre¬ 
dibility of livestock and 
meat reports of another 
agency in the same Depart¬ 
ment? 

“There would undoubt¬ 
edly be an outcry for 


another agency to mediate 
the differences and disputes 
arising between the two," 
he said. Sanders also cited 
the First Amendment to the 
Constitution which prohi¬ 
bits any abridgment of the 
rights of freedom of speech 
and of the press. 

Sanders said if there have 
been violations of criminal 
or civil laws in the meat 
industry, they should be 
dealt with under existing 
statutes. If those laws are 
not adequate, "the remedy 
lies in enactment or 
, amendment of laws which 
are," he said. 


Sanders concluded by 
saying the hill points lip tlu* 
need, which hns been 
strongly advocated by the 
Commission, "Tor separate 
administration of revised 
livestock marketing laws 
from those relating to meat 
and poultry, meal pucking 
and processing, nnd the sale 
of meat and meal pro¬ 
ducts."

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture announced the 
1977 U.S. lamb crop is 
estimated at 8.5 million 
head, a 4% drop from 1976, 


compared to a 9% decline 
experienced last year. The 
lambing rate registered a 
slight increase, up from 95 
to 96 per 100 ewes one year 
or older. 


More fuel to fire as egg witnesses 
testify against dietary goals report

More scientific advice is 
piling up calling for major 
revision of the “Dietary 
Goals" report issued by the 
Senate Nutrition Committee 
urging Americans to eat 
loss red meat. The commit¬ 
tee, headed by SenaLor 
George McGovern (D-S.D.), 
has heard sharp criticism of 
its blanket claims by expert 
witnesses and is consider¬ 
ing revisions. 

On behalf of the United 
Egg Producers and 56 other 
egg and poultry associa¬ 
tions, Jack DuBose, an egg 
producer from Gonzales, 
Texas, asked the Senate 
Select Committee on Nutri¬ 
tion to withdraw from pub¬ 
lication its dietary goals re¬ 
port published in January. 

This was the second 
committee hearing held in 
response to criticism of the 
report. The first allowed the 
meat industry to air its dis¬ 
satisfaction with the re¬ 
port's recommendation that 
Americans eat Less meat. 

DuBose stressed there is 
still controversy in the 
medical profession on 
whether high intake of cho¬ 
lesterol and the incidence of 
heart disease are related. 
“The recommendations say 
nothing about the differ¬ 
ences in individual metabo¬ 
lisms which vary widely,” 
he said. 

Two medical experts — 
Dr. Robert Olson, Univer¬ 


sity of St. Louis School of 
Medicine, and Norton 
Spritz. Veterans Admini¬ 
stration Hospital, in New 
York-testified before the 
egg producers hearing that 

the recommendations could 
be harmful. Olson and 
Spritz said there is no proof 
that reducing dietary intake 
of cholesterol will improve 
health. Some individuals, 
particularly overfed middle- 
aged men, might benefit 
from reducing animal fat in¬ 
take, but to give this advice 
to Lhe whole U.S. popula¬ 
tion, including children, 
pregnant women, adoles¬ 
cents and aged, “may in 
fact do more harm than 
good," the experts said. 

Dr. Olson believes the 
“dietary goals” aro based 
on assumptions rather than 
evidence. 

"There is no evidence 
that the eating patterns of 
Americans constitute a crit¬ 
ical public health problem. 
There is no evidence that 
the adoption of the commit¬ 
tee’s dietary goals will re¬ 
duce health costs and max¬ 
imize the quality of life. 
There is no evidence that 
the diet modifications sug¬ 
gested will modify the mor¬ 
bidity or mortality from any 
of the killer diseases,” 
Olson said. 

The Texas Cattle Feeders 
Assn, weekly report pointed 


out another sore spot asso¬ 
ciated with the "dietary 
goals” report. Despite the 
impression that Senator 
McGovern would halt dis¬ 
tribution of the controver¬ 
sial "findings” of his 
committee on nutrition, the 
“dietary goals” publication 
is still available. 

Following a meeting with 
McGovern, cattle industry 
leaders understood that the 
report would be held up 
until more nutritional infor¬ 
mation could be obtained. 
Actually, McGovern only 
halted the printing of the 
booklet which is still 
available since 53,000 were 
printed by the U.S. 
Government Printing Office 
and only 27,500 have been 
distributed.

(Contmued from page 1} 
the cooperative program to 
supply cattle. The proposal 
developed into n joint 
venture both because of the 
large amounts of money in¬ 
volved and various federal 
laws and regulations. The 
best approach proved to be 
the joint venture, with the 

partners supplying their 
own special expertise to the 
deal. And profits in the 
venture would be shared 
equally, or conversely, 
losses shared. 

The six initial cooperative 
feedlots, among the largest 
and most efficient in the 
region, are: McGregor 
Feedlot, Pasco, Wash.; 
- Snake River Cattle Com¬ 
pany’s Othello, Wash., 
feedlot; Snake River Cattle 
Company, American Falls, 
Idaho; Idaho Feedlot, near 
Boise, and the Simplot 
Feedlots at Caldwell and 
Grandview, Idaho. 

Business dealings be¬ 
tween packers and feeders 


have generally reflected the 
periodic strained relations 
common to most cattle 
sales. This includes charges 
of market manipulation and 
restraint of trade allega¬ 
tions. The cattle feeders 
involved in this venture see 
this as n means to “busi- 
nessi/.e” feeder-packer re¬ 
lations on a new level, and 
alleviate many of the past 
problems. And, to give the 
feeders the additional 
benefit of being able to plan 
their management decisions 
further ahead by knowing 
exactly what type and how 
many cattle they will have 
on feed. 

‘ ‘There are always people 
who look at plans for the

The two Simplot lots plan 
to contract their total output 
to IBP, which will comprise 
about 40% of the total catLle 
being contracted in the joint 
venture program. Steers 
and heifers will tola! about 
6700 fat cattle a week lining 
supplied to IBP by the feed¬ 
ers, Rich Hormaechea of 
Idaho Feedlot reported. 

"As joint venture cattle, 
we will be partners with 
IBP," he continued. "We 
own the feedlots—they own 
the packing plants, and 
we'll both own the cattle. 
We’re both in this with the 
goal of making money and 
doing our best at our end of 
the deal. The first feeder 
cattle jointly owned will 
soon be in the feedlots.” 

This is a trial run with the 
six feedlots, attorney Heu- 
blein stated. However, IBP 
is known to want to maxi¬ 
mize use of their facilities, 
meaning that pending the 
success of this first joint 
venture, others might be 
forthcoming. Even with the 
large number of fat cattle 
being supplied under the 
program, the plants will still 


be killing other cattle at the 
same time, and a second 
shift is on the drawing 
boards at each plant. 

All of which adds up to h 
massive amount of beef 
being processed in the 
Pacific Northwest. IBP is 
basing its marketing plans 
on the ability lo move this 
boxed beef nationally as 
needs dictate. And if this 
program works in this 
region, it might be applied 
to other regions where IBP 
has plants. But it appears 
IBP wants to deal mainly 
with the larger western lots 
in such joint venture deals, 
instead of making numerous 
deals with the smaller feed- 
lots common to the Mid¬ 
west. 

As news of the joint ven¬ 
ture leaked out, charges and 
allegations began to Bur- 
face. Most commonly heard 
is that the added leverage 
this program will give the 
nation's largest packer will 
allow it to hold down cattle 
prices. Also charged is that 
this will drive small meat 
packers out of business. 

James Seabeck, presi¬ 
dent of Stockland Livestock 
Exchange, Inc., Spokane, 


Wash., was one of the first 
to come out against the joint 
venture. 

“The integration of a 
large packer and feedlots 
will be looked at pretty care¬ 
fully by the government and 
the smaller meat packer 
organizations," he noted. 
He considers the ventures 
“unfair competition and re¬ 
straint of trade,” and goes 
on to charge: 

‘ 'This large concentration 
of inent supplies in one huge 
company will probably also 
tend to monopolize the sales 
of beef to the point that 
retailers and wholesalers 
will be forced to buy from 
just a few outlets in just a 
very short time.” 

Seabeck isconcemed that 
IBP will demand production 
of certain sizes and types of 
cattle to meet its needs, 
which will force commercial 
cattlemen and feeders to 
produce this type animal 
driving out all else. 

The Western States Meat 
Packers Assn., n trade 
group of small packers, also 
takes this view. 

"These deals will effec¬ 
tively shut off about 70% of 
our small packers' sour¬ 


ces," says Cal Santare, exe>- 
cutive vice president of 
WSMPA. “Of course it 
looks very good for the 
cattle feeders. It'll pick up 
the demand for their cattle 
feeding services 100%, But 
you’ve got to look atall sides 
of the coin.” 

But just such a contracted 
approach is what Oren Lee 
Staley of the National 
Farmers Organization has 
been calling for, for many 
years as n major marketing 
tool for producers. He 
stresses the contract ap¬ 
proach to build in profits at 
all segments oTtlie food pro¬ 
duction industries.

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Importance of selenium in cow 
diets revealed by WSU graduate 










Research by Washington 
State University animal sci¬ 
entists shows that pregnant 
cows need twice as much 
selenium as present federal 
nutritional standards sug¬ 
gest in livestock feed. 

The research was done by 
a graduate student, Mike 
Moramarco, as a masters 
degree project under the 
direction of Professor John 
A. Froseth.

toxifies peroxides that are 
produced in cells. Without 
selenium and the enzyme, 
the peroxides destroy cell 
membranes and cause 
White Muscle Disease, 
which is fatal. 

Selenium occurs normally 
in the plants that animals 
eat. In some parts of the 
country, selenium levels are 
higher than others. The 
Pacific Northwest is one of 
the low areas. The Food and 
Drug Administration does 
not permit the addition of 
selenium to cattle and sheep 
rations. 


Froseth reported on the 
researchntthe 69th annual 
meeting of the American 
Society of Animal Science nl 
the University of Wisconsin 
-Madison campus. 

The scientist said the 
National Research Council 
has a standard requirement 
of a tenth part per million 
selenium in the diet of cows. 
Hut Moramarco's research 
showed thal pregnant cows 
need up to a fifth of one part 
per million selenium. 

Without it, theirse Ionium 
supply is depleted ns their 
calves develoD in the 


uterus. As the cow a 
selenium is depleted, the 
developing fetus can't get 
enough of the trace metal to 
meet its growth require¬ 
ments. 

The shortage isn't im¬ 
mediately apparent. Fro¬ 
seth said the deficiency 
shows up during the first 
three weeks of the calf's 
life. Then, as apparently 
perfectly healthy calf sud¬ 
denly dies. Calves foiled by 
the disease often are the 
strongest, healthiest-lnnk- 
ing ones. The cow’s health

Mis fnllier, V.A. Moramnr- 
ni, runches near Walla 
Walla, Wash. 

The research involved di¬ 
viding the 72 cows into three 
groups. One group was fed 
additional selenium in their 
Hall. The second group 
received injections of selen¬ 
ium. The third received 
none. Adding selenium to 
the salt did not raise the 
blond selenium level as high 
as occurs naturally in cattle 
fed crops grown in North 
aiui South Dakota. 

Him ui samples were 
drawn periodically and ana¬ 
lyzed for selenium content.

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New electric fence may prove to be coyote-proof 5

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A new type of electric 
fence is looking good for 
protecting sheep from 
coyotea. The fence is being 
tested and refined by 
USDA's Agricultural Re¬ 
search Service (ARS). 

The new fence succeeds 
where past efforts at coy¬ 
ote-proof fencing failed be¬ 
cause the new fence can 
ground and shock any 
would-be intruder no matter 
where on the fence the 
animal makes contact. 

To receive a shock a pre¬ 
dator must be grounded. 
Previous electric fencing 
featured nil charged wires. 
Failure of the fence to deter 
coyotes resulted from lack 


of grounding. The new 
fence alternates electrified 
and ground wires from top 
to bottom—making it im¬ 
possible for the coyote to 
avoid simultaneous contact 
with a charged and a ground 
wire. 

The Bhock—generated by 
either a 110 volt or a 12 volt 
battery energizer—repels 
but does not injure either 
coyotes or dogB, or sheep 
that accidently brush up 
against the fence. 

The new fence was in¬ 
vented by Robert Piesse of 
Melbourne, Australia, who 
was brought to this country 
to demonstrate his work by 
ARS' U.S. Sheep Experi¬ 


ment Station at Dubois, 
Idaho. 

The new fence costs con¬ 
siderably less to erect than 
conventional fencing. and 
serves to keep Bheep in os 
well as coyotes and other 
predators out. Having 
proven 100% effective in all 
ARS tests so far, if the now 
fence continues to look good 
it will offer much-needed 
relief to beleaguered sheep 
producers. 

Though coyotes aren't 
the sole predators of sheep, 
they are easily the most de¬ 
structive. Hunting primarily 
in pairs or as singles, 
coyotes are responsible for 
35% of all lamb deaths plus 
a sizeable percentage of 


adult sheep deaths, ac¬ 
cording to estimates by 
USDA's Economic Research 
Service.

Nebraska stud y: 

Cooking end temperature affects 
meat juiciness more than marbling 


A University of Nebra- 
ska-Lincoln study has deter¬ 
mined that the cook big end¬ 
point temperature has more 
effect than marbling level 
on the juiciness, tenderness 
and flavor of beef steaks. 

Frederic Caporaso, assis¬ 
tant professor of food and 
nutrition; Roger W. Mandi- 
go, animal and food science 
professor, and Stephen R. 
Lowry, assistant professor 
of animal science, evaluated 
the effects of marbling level 
and cooking end-point tem¬ 
perature on Lhe portability, 
cooking lo9B69 ond chemical 
composition of bonoleBB 
heef strip loin steaks. The 
findings were presented at a 
recent meeting of the 
American Society of Animal 


Science, Madison, Wis. 

The test steaks were 
vacuum packed, frozen and 
then cooked uniformly in a 
reel-type bake oven. The 
steaks were measured for 
drip, thaw, evaporative and 
total cooking losses, then 
evaluated by a trained 
panel. 

It was found that 
marbling level was not a 
goad indicator of paya¬ 
bility. Moderately marbled 
steaks were juicier, but 
were not more tender and 
the flavor was no different 
from steaks of other mar¬ 
bling levels. 

The cooking end-point 
temperature, or the internal 
temperature of the ment at 
the end of cooking, hnd n 


more pronounced effect on 
the palatability of the steak. 
As the end-point tempera¬ 
ture increased, juiciness 
and tenderness decreased, 
but cooking losses and 
flavor scores increased.

“And aa far south as Texas 
they're practicing n rotation 
of ecofallow wheat followed 
by irrigated sorghum where 
their fields are left in wheat 
stubble prior to planting the 
sorghum," he explained. 

Instead of tilling a wheat 
field after harvest, as an 
example, a grower using the 
ecofallow system would 
leave the wheat stubble and 
apply herbicides. This 
keeps weed growth down 
during the fallow period. 
Then, following this with 
corn, planting can be made 
right in the stubble—with 
more moisture available. 

University of Nebraska 
Kientists told the touring 
(urn press they have found 
that the system can con¬ 
serve an average of nearly 
tvo inches of soil moisture 
for the corn crop planted the 
; following spring. They note 
i that for each additional inch 
L of soil moisture conserved, 
' com yields increase an 
average of 7-12 bushels per 
acre. 

Grower Huebner said 


The Nebraska grower 
said he was using Paraquat, 
an effective contact herbi¬ 
cide, and otrazine, a 
residual herbicide, to eli¬ 
minate the need for tillage 
and niso to prevent the loss 
of moisture to weeds during 
the ten month ecofallow 
period between wheat and 
the corn crop. 

Chevron Chemical Com¬ 
pany, marketerof Paraquat, 
recommends that an Ortho 
X-77 spreader be used with 
the herbicide for maximum 
effectiveness. "Mixing Pa¬ 
raquat with the spreader 
provides for more thorough 
distribution and coverage of 
the chemical on target 
weeds, thus resulting in 
more effective control," 
says Ortho ’ s herbicide 
product manager Art Assad. 

To curb new weeds after 
the initial knockdown with 
Paraquat, atrazine is a good 
residual material that can 
be tank mixed and applied 
with Paraquat, explains 
Assid. “Its long residual 
quality makes it an excellent 
selection because the fallow
